So we said 
to ourselves, '"'If there is anything ir. this idea 
e£ increasing the consumption of summer per- 
ishables by1 getting truck direct from the farm 
to the consumer, it is up to us to do it." We 
took it up with a good many of the mayors who 
ore here, and with Mr. Anderson'* assistance, 
we took the matter up with all the munici- 
palities in the state. 


We were not sure of ourselves at all; we were 


not sure whether municipal markets would go 
in New Jersey; we knew in Pennsylvania they 
were popular, and we knew that here in Perth 
Amboy that sort of market was popular. So 
we went along cautiously and carefully, I think 
and we advised the putting aside of certain 
streets or parks or spaces where farmers could 
come in, and we found out immediately that it 
was very necessary for the farmers to have 
an interest in |this work.

.One involves the expenditure of 
about $4,500. A plan was drawn by 
0. C. Simonds, but because of the 
cost it is probable, that the other 
plan, drawn by Frank'Riley, and in- 
volving an expenditure of about ?!,- 
500, 
will be adopted, provided. it is 


decided to improve the street end at 
this time. 
. 


The Simonds plan proposes a ce- 


ment walk with-a figure eight effect 
with two entrances, .one at each up- 
per corner, .the'.walk circling down- 
ward and forming a loop at the bot- 
tom. At the extreme lower edge of 
the street a wall is provided for, and 
the decorative scheme calls for the 
extensive planting of shrubbery. 
' The Riley plan calls for but one 
entrance, at the center, with a small 
sunken garden effect just below the 
cross street. "If desired, a fountain 
can be installed. Wide open grass 
plots are provided for, and a mini- 
mam of shrubbery will leave an un- 
obstructed view of the lake. 


There is some question 
as 
to 


whether the city or the abutting 
property owners should pay for the 
improvement, and for this reason 
the resolution concerning it was re- 
ferred to the finance committee and 
the city attorney. It it is to be a 
park, the property e\vners hold that 
the city or the park-board should pay 
for it, while some of the councilmen 
think that ns it is the end of a street 
the abutting property owners should 
pay for .it.

, "One of the handicaps of the al- 
lies," said Dean Davenport, "in the 
present war is that they are unable 
to use their resources with anything 
like the unity and effectiveness pos- 
sible with the Central Powers. 
The 


kaiser is practically an autocrat of 
120,000,000 people. 
In Germany, 


Austria, and Hungary, whether they 
like it or not, the organization is so 
complete ^hat with few exceptions 
the people do as they are told and 
the dictum of the kaiser today is 
obeyed by the millions tomorrow: 
This instantly turns the efforts of 
the population into a gigantic fight- 
ing machine supported by all the in- 
dustries of all the people. 
Indeed 


every factory, every railroad officer, 
and every considerable citizen was 
for years before the war in constant 
possession of sealed orders to be 
opened only upon the. declaration of 
hostilities.. The result of this sys- 
tem was that the next morning after 
the declaration of war the activities 
of more than 100,000,000 people were 
instantly directed to war. 


Over against this machine we have 


the allies consistingr'of four different 
nationalities 
and many 
different 


races, all living -under" governments 
which are essentially democratic,— 
that is to say, governments which 
proceed from the people and not 
from rulers, 
";! 


Our weakfi"ess.-is not simply that 


we have four nationalities to oppose 
against one, bvrt-that in all'these na- 
tionalities ;'. people. have leaTned to 
live for..themselves and not for the 
king.- 


Of course we intend to win. We 


would not for a moment accept any 
alternative, and yet we are not go- 
ing to win by simply talking about 
it. 
'Wu arc going to win only by 


work,—by dogged perseverance at 
doing tfie job. . And if we are.to suc- 
ceed we must work faster and harder 
than we-have ever yet worked either 
at this war.or at any other task that 
has ever confronted the-[American 
people. 
We are going'to win, but 


we are not going to do it easily. We 
are going 'to :,win only because we 
have, the .power. , .We are realizing 
the .necessity, and we are willing to 
•sacrifice for the common good any- 
thing, and everything in" the way of 
>ersonal gain. 
To this end do we 


follow the leadership of the people 
who are'in authority, never dpubting 
that in spite'of such mistakes/as they 
may make" frotn ti'me 'tb"time, we 
have -.splendid leadership. -This is 
the test of democracy. 
Will we 


support the men we have elected to 
positions of duty and will we as in- 
dividuals fight for the democracy 
that our fathers established for us?
